A Statement  of  Income  and  Expenses 
for  the  year,  1948,  presented  by 
Ennis  A*  Almond,  Treasurer  showed  the 
total  income  to  have  been  $917,057.54. 

The  Cafeteria  operation  showed  a 
profit  of  $15,548.90,  half  of  which  was 
paid  to  .the  United  States  Treasury  . in 
lieu  of  rent.  After  deducting  expenses 
of  Welfare  Activities  for  Agriculture 
employees  there  was  a net  loss  for  the 
year  of  $337.88. 


In  1947,  the  total  income  was 
about  $6,000.00  greater  than  last  year. 
Total  cost  of  wages  was  more  than 
$2, 000.00  higher  in  1948  although  the 
personnel  was  reduced.  Operating  and 
maintenance  expenses  were  cut  in  1948  by 
about  $4,000.  In  1947  the  net  loss  re- 
ported was  $>8,690.79  so  that  the  reduc- 
tion of  this  loss  to  $337.88  for  the  1948 
year,  represents  a real  financial 
achievement • 

Emergency  loans  to  123  employees  were 
made  in  1948  with  a total  of  $8,336.36 
being  loaned.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  fifteen  loans  and  about  $1,000  in  funds 
loaned,  over  1947. 

The  increase  of  7 an  hour  granted 
to  hourly  employees  of  the  Wlelfare 
Association  in  December  is  estimated  to 
cost  an  additional  $22,000  in  1949. 

Raising  the  cost  of  coffee  by  1 <ji  per  cup 
will  produoe  additional  revenue  to  meet 
only  $5,000  to  $6,000  of  this  increased 
cost.  it  is  hoped  that  the  difference 
can  be  made  up  by  organizational  change  t 
and  operating  economies,  thus  avoiding 
further  increases  in  prices.
